ABBAHICUIK that although euch aetlcm wen big^ deslrabla it mist 
be borne in adnd that the Soviets awy be spreading these mnors to 
surface any Byelorussian soldiers who may have crossed into Austria 
with tbs Hunpirten refugees* It was also explalnad to Hr. ABEAHTCHIK 
that the Austrian position is very delicate in the natter of defector 
reception since it is so close to the Soviet Ihiian* Any hasty action 
in surfacing these defectors could result in a Soviet demand for a 
repatriation mission into Austria, Hr* ASRAKTCHIK acknowladged the 
ToUdity of thie argument and agreed to give the mutter further tbou^t.
